Such test inn could cause major 
a@amagye to the curreat operations, cserucanel and facilities 
ot the JMVAVE Station. Although it peer that a ber 
of facilities watch nave not bees exposed to agents (e. r. 
the priactpal cover ant, JHOCZAN) would t be comprawised 
through the testi ay of curreat agents, there ia no doubt 
that tae danger to Jauk activities, motably but sot 
exclusively to maritize infiltration operations, would be 
gevere.
